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Thinking of college? Now is the time to 
prepare. . . 

It can be said that your Junior year of high 
school is the most important year of schooling 
prior to college. Part of this reasoning comes 
from needing to take The Scholastic Aptitude 
Test (SAT). With college becoming more of a 
necessity than a luxury these days the numbers 
of students signing up to take their SAT’s is on 
the constant rise. 

The majority of students are unaware that the 
SAT is not designed to measure one’s intelli¬ 
gence. However, because so many think this is 
the case, they bring up points that prove how it 
couldn't. One such point is that the test format 
adds stress to the difficulty of the problems. Students will study everything in anticipation of the SAT’s 
tough reputation. The stress induced by the need for high scores can make studying null and void. 
Another option is to take the Pre-SAT (PSAT). The PSAT is a pre-test designed just like the SAT and 
probably helps the best in preparing for the SAT. The PSAT has the same format of problems as the 
SAT, but is less stressfull because it is not what the colleges actually see. The PSAT is also benificial 
because those who do score well on it have the opportunity to recive scholorships and awrads. 

There are also many courses to enroll in that illustrate the c types of questions that are on the SAT. The 
course curriculum can help reduce the anxiety caused from studying too much. For a person who does 
not have enough time to take the class, there are a few booklets that show the same types of problems 
on the SAT. 

If planning to attend college, your Junior year can be one of the prime times for preparation. Pre¬ 
pare for your future now by taking the SAT, before your most important year of high school is over.

Ahhhh. pottery! What a de¬ 
lightful addiction. The title of 
the class is Pottery/Sculpture. 
The emphasis in the class is to 
become proficient on the pot¬ 
tery wheel. Once you nail 
down the basics, for most 
students, it is a very challeng¬ 
ing and rewarding experience. 
There are four basic steps to 
forming pottery on the wheel. 
That is to center, open, pull, 
and shape. To watch someone 
work on the wheel appears to 
be delightfully easy. The moist 
clay starts out as a lifeless 
lump on the wheel and with 
the skilled hands of the potter, 
it is formed into an esthetically 
beautiful piece of pottery. 

Once the piece has been 
formed, trimmed and bisque 
fired in the kiln, the pot is 
then glazed. It goes through a 
second kiln fire, at a higher 
temperature, and the glaze is 
transformed into a hard glass 
surface. 

There are some students 
who prefer to manipulate the 
clay by hand building and 
have produced some beautiful 
and creative ceramic sculp¬ 
tures. If you can work it into 
your schedule, you should 
definitely take the class. 
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The Art 1-2, 3-4 programs are 
designed sequentially to provide 
student with a solid base and con¬ 
tinuing exploration in multiple art 
mediums Mr. Pecks 1-2 class works 
with a vocabulary core that centers 
on the principals and elements of 
design. Value, color form, slope, 
line space, texture, contrast, rhythm, 
unity, emphasis, pattern, movement 
and balance are defined and ap¬ 
plied in assignment. Some of the 
highlight projects for this year 
were: "The Self-Container," paper¬ 
making, collagraph printing, and 
embossing. 

The focus of the Art 1-2 classes to 
expose students to a expose the 
student to a variety of mediums as 
well as prepare them for the Art 3-4 
class if they choose to further their 
art education. 

Art 3-4, a much more individually 
based class, gives students the 
opportunity to focus on and explore 
the possibilities of fewer mediums. 
Mr. Steindorf, however, does focus 
on specific units too, such as ink 
and pen, water color and oil paint¬ 
ing. This allows students to truly 
understand a variety of mediums. 

To see students work on display 
are: Evening of the Arts, Superin¬ 
tendent Art Show, Reflections 
contest. The County Fair, the school 
year calender, and the main office 
of the high school. Stop by when 
the chance presents itself and can¬ 
vas the works to find an artist in the 
making.
